A LOCAL man 
who was closely 
involved in the cre¬ 
ation of the 
Cowbridge Physic 
Garden has been 
awarded an OBE in 
the Queen’s 

Birthday Honours 
List. 

Dan Clayton-Jones, 
who is chairman of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) received the 
award for his charity 
work with the National 
Botanic gardens, the 
National Trust, the 
Order of St John, and 
also the Physic 
Garden. 

Dan told The GEM: 
“I have been involved 
in a number of projects 
in the Vale, such as the 
renovation plans for 
Penarth Pier and, very 
recently, the restora¬ 
tion of historic painting 
at St Cadoc’s Church, 
Llancarfan. 

“However, that was 
part of my employment 



with the HLF, and we 
were involved in mak¬ 
ing sure the projects 
qualified for the grant 
aid.” 

Dan’s voluntary 
work includes sitting 
on the board of the 
National Trust in 
Wales for nine years 
(the last three as 


deputy chair). 

Similarly, his efforts 
in setting up the 
National Botanic 
Gardens were volun¬ 
tary, as was his work 
with the Cowbridge 
Charter trust on the 
physic garden. 

Dan explained: 

“Although the Physic 



Garden did receive 
some Lottery funding, 
it did not come through 
the HLF.” 

Dan grew up in 
Penllyn and went to 
Cowbridge Grammar 
School, and said that 
he was most pleased 
about getting his OBE 
because it would be 
such a “thrill” for his 
mother, who is now 95. 

He said: “Mum lives 
in St Nicholas now. She 
moved from Penllyn 
after my father passed 
away. 

“She was proud that 
her husband received 
an OBE - he was pres¬ 
ident of the Welsh 
Rugby Union, and also 
chairman of selectors - 
and now I have one, 
too!” 

He ‘drifted’ into his 
particular area of vol¬ 
untary work when he 
became the secretary 
of the Historic Houses 
Association, and he has 
continued to have a 
passion for the heritage 
of Wales. 

He told The GEM: 
“Both the voluntary 
work and the HLF 
work have been very 
rewarding. 

“We have seen some 
wonderful projects - 
such as the Cowbridge 
Physic Garden - come 
all the way from just 
an idea to a fantastic 
conclusion.”

FARTHINGS CLOSES 


‘...but it will rise again’ 
say restaurant’s owners 


FARTHINGS 
Restaurant, which is 
almost a Cowbridge 
institution, has 
closed, eight months 
after a Cardiff- 
based company took 
it over. 

The new owners say 
that they are “considering 
plans to launch a new 
restaurant” but the prem¬ 
ises are likely to remain 
empty until “the early 
autumn” at least. 

It was in October of 
2009 that Cardiff-based 
ChoiceProduce took over 
Farthings, as well as the 
other two associated busi¬ 
nesses, Farthings at Home 
Delicatessen, and 

Farthings Events. The lat¬ 
ter two businesses are 
continuing to trade nor¬ 
mally. 

ChoiceProduce, which 
is now known as Knife & 
Fork Food Ltd, came to 
Cowbridge as owners of 
two well-known Cardiff 
restaurants, Woods 


Brasserie and The 
Conway, and had also 
taken over at the Old 
Swan Inn, Llantwit 
Major. Again, these three 
businesses are continuing 
to trade. 

However, things have 
clearly not gone smoothly 
at Farthings, and a 
spokeswoman for K ni fe 
& Fork Food Ltd said that 
the restaurant was still 
making a loss. 

She said: “Despite 
making significant 
changes in management, 
operating procedures and 
food and wine offerings 
over the last few months, 
the restaurant has contin¬ 
ued to trade at a loss and, 
in its present format, has 
proven uneconomic to 
keep open. 

“Every attempt to 
reverse this pattern has 
been made but we believe 
that only by closing down 
and opening as something 
completely different can 
the business flourish. 

“We are considering 


plans to launch a brand 
new restaurant, possibly 
in early autumn.” 

The spokeswoman 
said: “We are sad to be 
taking this unfortunate 
action, but must look to 
the future, focusing on 


our other sites and contin¬ 
uing to offer our cus¬ 
tomers the high standards 
they have come to expect 
from Knife & Fork, all the 
while considering alterna¬ 
tive plans for Farthings 
restaurant.” 


A48 MAN HAD 
KNIFE IN CAR 

POLICE on the A48 near Cowbridge 
were alerted when they received a report 
that a car was being driven “in a suspi¬ 
cious manner”, Cardiff Crown Court has 
heard. 

Shortly afterwards, they intercepted the vehicle 
in the car park of the Tesco supermarket at 
Culverhouse Cross and after a search, found a 
sheath knife in a door pocket, said prosecutor James 
Evans. 

Wayne Tulloch, 42, of St Fagans, pleaded guilty 
to carrying a bladed article. He was sentenced to 32 
weeks imprisonment, suspended for a year, and 
made subject to a supervision order for a year. 

He was also ordered to take part in a behavioural 
programme and to carry out 140 hours unpaid work.

Wikipedia reports: 

“Churchill sent troops 
from the Somerset Light 
Infantry, which was 
exceptional in Britain. 
He did not specifically 
deploy them, but autho¬ 
rised their use if deemed 
necessary by the Civic 
authorities .” This led to 


Secretary, his party was 
largely supported by 
donations from the mine- 
owners. This is made 
clear in Emrys Hughes’ 
biography of Churchill 
(1951). 

This folk memory 
remains strong, and the 
recent Encyclopaedia of 
Wales (2008) reports: 

“The suspicion of 
Winston Churchill in 
industrial Wales, 
aroused by the riots, 
proved long-standing .”

Mr Lincoln said: “I 
have just been stabbed,” 
and was bleeding heavi¬ 
ly. The police and ambu¬ 
lance were called and 
paramedics attended him. 

He was said to be 
“bleeding loads” and 
said: “Tell my mother I 
love her.” 

Sally-Anne Williams 
saw the attack and saw 
the victim trying to 
defend himself and being 
chased by his father in 
Jewell Street. 


AN “obsessive, 
manipulative man” 
who could not 
accept the end of 
his relationship, has 
been jailed for a 
total of 16 months 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Shane Regan, 36, of 
Barry, pleaded guilty to 
the breach of a two-year 
restraining order in 
respect of his former 
partner Nicola Tyrrell. 

Recorder Elwan 
Evans, in addition to the 
prison sentence, extend¬ 
ed the restraining order 
to five years. 

She said that Regan 
had a “selfish, self- 
absorbed attitude to the 
relationship”. 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said he 


received a suspended 
four-month prison sen¬ 
tence at Cardiff Crown 
Court in February for 
breaching the order, but 
while subject to that, 
from March 6 - 29, he 
breached the order fur¬ 
ther. 

Regan admitted this, 
but not to the extent 
claimed by the prosecu¬ 
tion. 

He said they had had 
a relationship for five 
years which ended in 
September. 

He denied going to 
Ms Tyrell’s house and 
removing patio slabs he 
had laid At the time, he 
was doing unpaid work 
for the community. 

He also denied texting 
her “you deserve every¬ 
thing you’ve got com¬ 
ing 


“I tried but you 
haven’t got a decent 
bone in your body.” 

He accepted he should 
not have contacted his 
ex-partner either directly 
or indirectly. 

Ms Tyrrell gave evi¬ 
dence from behind a 
screen and the Recorder 
described her as a mod¬ 
est and credible witness. 

Regan’s counsel, 
Vaughan Britton, said he 
accepted the case 
crossed the custody 
threshold and he added: 
“No breakdown of a 
relatonship should have 
resulted in conduct of 
this kind. 

“But he wrongly 
thought there wotld be a 
rekindling of that rela¬ 
tionship. There was no 
physical violence what¬ 
soever.” 


Ivan Lincoln said: 
“You’ve been asking for 
this for years. I’m going 
to kill you. 

“You are just like your 

.mother. I’m going to 

kill you.” 

He then gave up the 
chase. 

The weapon, said Mr 
Jones, was described as 
“like a chopping knife” 
with a seven-inch blade. 

It was never recovered 

Mr Jones said the 
wounded Mr Lincoln 
was slumped against a 
wall. 

He had four wounds to 
the front of his chest, 
four to his back, and one 
to his buttock. 

He said: “I can’t 
breathe, I’m dying, get 
my mother.” 

“He was given oxy¬ 
gen, and air was released 
from his chest. 

“For some reason, he 
tried to expulcate his 
father and said another 
person had stabbed him.” 

Mr Jones said he was 
in a life-threatening con¬ 
dition and was taken to 
the University Hospital 
of Wales. 

One stab wound had 
penetrated the abdominal 
cavity but luckily, had 
missed vital organs. 

He was in intensive 
care for 12 hours and was 
discharged two weeks 


later. 

The defendant was 
arrested on December 31, 
when he gave himself up 
at Cardiff Bay Police 
Station. 

He said “no com¬ 
ment.” to every question. 

“His son’s life was 
saved by emergency 
medical intervention” 
said Mr Jones. 

The court heard that 
the defendant had a pre¬ 
vious conviction for pos¬ 
session of cannabis with 
intent to supply, and had 
been jailed for 15 
months. 

Vincent Coughlan QC, 
defending, said: “This is 
a very unusual case, 
where there has been 
long-standing tension 
between father and son. 

“He claims Nicholas 
Lincoln had been ‘off the 
rails for some years’” 

He added: “I am not 
here to blacken his name, 
but his character cannot 
be ignored.” 

Ivan Lincoln, he said, 
was a placid family man, 
fond of fishing, who was 
now full of remorse. 

One son works as a 
manager in Harrods in 
London. 

It was he said, an iso¬ 
lated incident in which 
Nicholas Lincoln had 
lashed out immediately 
they met.

Said the judge: “Men 
like you make me 
ashamed to be a man.” 

He said that after 
being arrested, Jenkins 
said to the police: “I 

don’t.believe this. She 

starts on me but I made 
sure I finished it.” 

The judge added: 
“You said you were in 
love with her. You have a 
very funny way of show¬ 
ing it.” 

Prosecutor Sian 
Edwards said: “Ms 
Hallett moved in with 
Jenkins last August. 


“On January 25, she 
told him she had a job 
and would have to stay 
with her grandmother on 
certain nights.” 

Jenkins became 
aggressive, and shouted 
that she didn’t love him 
before head butting her 
in the face, pulling her 
hair, and pouring a cup of 
hot tea over her head. 

Jenkins then obtained 
a knife and cut both his 
forearms, which bled 
heavily. 

The following day, he 
became abusive, put on a 
porn film and slapped 
and punched her in the 
face, cutting her mouth. 
Seconds later, he tried to 
stab himself in the back 
and stomach. 

Jenkins was said to 
have a previous convic¬ 
tion for assaulting a for¬ 
mer partner. 

Ian Ibrahim, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He accepts the 
crown’s case. The two 
are now separated and 
there has been no con¬ 
tact. 

“He was in love with 
her, did not want the rela¬ 
tionship to end, and 
feared loneliness.”

THE GLAMORGAN GEM WORLD CUP ROUND-UP 

The festival of football has begun - and 
so have the mistakes, cards and goals! 


THE World Cup 
finally got under¬ 
way last Friday 
afternoon, and all 
the talk and conjec¬ 
ture about who 
should be in the 
squads of each of 
the 32 competing 
countries came to 
an end. 

Still to be answered, 
though, are important 
questions, like who 
should be in goal for 
England. We now know 
how that question was 
answered, and what the 
result of that selection 
was; but we shall return 
to that one later. 

The opening ceremo¬ 
ny was, in fairness, a 
great deal better than 
many an opening cere¬ 
mony witnessed in the 
past at other major sport¬ 
ing events. 

I don’t think anyone 


cheated in the singing of 
a song, or special com¬ 
puter-generated effects 
used to fool the watching 
millions. It was a good 
celebration, not only of 
South African culture, 
but that of the continent 
as a whole, and I at least 
understood the message 
being portrayed. 

The first match saw 
hosts South Africa play 
Mexico, and despite 
being without the ball for 
long periods, the home 
team produced a crack¬ 
ing goal from Tshabalala. 

Unfortunately for the 
hosts, they couldn’t hold 
onto that lead and 
Mexico grabbed a 
deserved equaliser later 
in the second half. 

Honours even then, 
and quite a good start to 
the tournament. 

Now the general rule 
for teams in their open¬ 
ing fixture is don’t lose.

ADMIRING THE HISTORY AND 
BEAUTY OF THE LLYNFI VALLEY

DISAPPOINTING 
LY, only three 
walkers turned out 
recently to join 
Janet and John for 
a pleasant walk just 
the other side of the 
Llynfi Valley. 

On a humid, overcast 
but dry morning, the 
group left a housing 
estate on the edge of 
Maesteg to follow a 
stony bridleway down¬ 
hill through a wood, 
before joining Llan Road 
and walking to 
Llangynwyd village 
which is dominated by 
the church. 

The church, dedicated 
to St Cynwyd, was 
founded in the 6th centu¬ 
ry but was rebuilt in the 
13th century and has 
since been restored sev¬ 
eral times. The low 
square tower was com¬ 
pletely restored in 1893. 

There is a lovely old 
Welsh legend, the Maid 
of Cefn Ydfa, that 
involves a local thatcher 
and poet, Wil Hopcyn, 
who fell in love with a 
local girl, Ann Thomas, 
whose mother Catherine 
did not believe that Wil 
was good enough to 
court her daughter. 

So she arranged for 
Ann to marry a gentle¬ 
man called Anthony 
Maddox, which Ann did, 
but eventually she died 
of what some people 


believed was a broken 
heart. 

Both Ann and Wil are 
buried in the churchyard 
under the trees, and 
across the road is a 
thatched inn called Yr 
Hen Dy (the Old House) 
and the cross between 
the church and the inn is 
a memorial to Wil. 

The inn is believed to 
be the oldest in south 
Wales and the village 
still celebrates the com¬ 
ing of the New Year 
with the Mari Lwyd, 
which has changed over 
the years but involves a 
horse’s skull draped in a 
white sheet with flowers 
being paraded through 
the village. 

Following the road 
uphill, a stop was made 
to discard clothing as the 
sun shone and it became 
very humid, and as the 
rough farm tracks led 


them gently uphill they 
paused for coffee, just as 
the sky clouded over and 
a few drops of rain fell. 

Refreshed, they con¬ 
tinued uphill passing the 
site of Y Bwlwarcan, a 
hill-slope fort that possi¬ 
bly dates back to the 
Iron Age and is situated 
on an east facing part of 
Mynydd Margam. 

The fort covers a huge 
area of land and the 
small central part, 
enclosed by a bank and 
ditch some two-metres 
deep, is the area which 
was inhabited and this 
was protected by more 
outer circles. 

Joining the Coed 
Morgannwg Way, which 
runs for 36 miles, 
swathes of the conifer 
plantations have been 
harvested, resulting in 
huge piles of logs along 
the track. They watched 


a fledgling wagtail that 
hadn’t quite got the hang 
of flying do a crash 
landing on a log before 
moving on to view a 
copy of the Bodvic 
Stone. 

The original is housed 
in the Margam Stones 
Museum and was dedi¬ 
cated to Bodvoc, the son 
of Cattegem. 

Lunch was enjoyed a 
little further along before 
the group moved on 
through forestry paths 
and turning downhill, 
they were greeted by 
green verges that were 
bedecked with sweet¬ 
smelling bluebells and 
overhung with hawthorn 
trees covered with May 
blossom beside Cwm 
Sychbant. 

Sometimes, fallow 
deer roam here but not 
today, so following the 
road and then taking a 


diverted path, where the 
resident stallion had to 
be bribed with an apple 
to let them through, they 
crossed a stile through a 
bluebell wood and 
nature reserve to eventu¬ 
ally retrace their steps 
back to their cars. 

On June 19, meet at 
9am at the Barry 
Waterfront for a 9-10 
mile moderate walk at 
Cefn Coed y Cymmer 
and Llwyn Onn; contact 
Barbara on 01446 
734686. 

On June 24, the 
Thursday evening walk 
will leave Dinas Powys 
Athletic Club (at the rear 
of the common) for a 4- 
mile easy/mod tramp at 
Park Wood and Cwm 
George; contact Joy on 
01446 737131. 

Wear suitable cloth¬ 
ing, preferably boots and 
carry waterproofs, food 
and drinks. Some degree 
of fitness is required and 
if you are in any doubt, 
then please contact the 
walk leader for advice.

Ben Stiller shows off 
his serious side in 
Baumbach’s Greenberg 


T O many, Ben 
Stiller is 
known as the 
funny guy who, 
having lit up 
There’s Something 
About Mary , pro¬ 
ceeded to marry big 
laughs with box 
office success in the 
likes of Meet The 
Parents , Dodgeball 
and Starsky and 
Hutch. 

However, before 
Stiller’s breakthrough 
with ... Mary, he had 
built up an impressive 
resume of straight roles 
that highlighted his abili¬ 
ty as an actor, most 
notably in Zero Effect 
and Permanent 
Midnight. 

Having shown his 
comedy chops for the 
past 10 years, Stiller 
takes on something a 
touch more dramatic 
with Noah Baumbach’s 
latest effort, Greenberg. 

Stiller plays Roger 
Greenberg, a socially 
awkward 40-year-old 
who has recently left a 
mental hospital. 

Moving into his 
brother’s home while he 
and his family are away, 
Greenberg gets close to 
the family’s assistant 
Florence (Greta 
Gerwig), and the pair’s 
relationship sees Roger 
reassessing his life, try¬ 
ing to mend broken 
bridges such as those 
with his best friend Ivan 
(Rhys Ifans); however, 
Greenberg’s personality 
seems to be the stum¬ 
bling block for achieving 
happiness as he finds 
himself losing a winning 
battle... 

Noah Baumbach’s 
previous works have 
mined gold from the 
world of middle-class, 
dysfunctional families 
and the lives that they 
lead. Both his directorial 
efforts thus far (which 
he also, like Greenberg, 
wrote) The Squid and 
The Whale and Margot 
At The Wedding, have 
taken a deep look at the 
neuroses of these charac¬ 
ters, what makes them 
tick and why they are so 
dysfunctional without 
being overly judgmental. 

It is a well that he 
strikes a third time here, 
and while perhaps not 
with the same unnerving 


accuracy that those earli¬ 
er films achieved, still 
makes for a pleasing, if 
slightly low-key, view¬ 
ing experience. 

Those familiar with 
the work of Wes 
Anderson will see a 
familiarity in 
Baumbach’s work, 
understandable since the 
pair co-wrote both The 
Life Aquatic with Steve 
Zissou and Anderson’s 
take on Fantastic Mr 
Fox - both seem to take 
great delight in high¬ 
lighting the familial 
breakdowns that can 
occur and the relation¬ 
ships they affect. 

While that was true of 
Baumbach’s first two 
efforts, Greenberg puts 
all of the weight onto the 
titular character, a bun¬ 
dle of mixed up senti¬ 
ments and beliefs, ranti¬ 
ng with anger one 
minute (most memorably 
upon receiving a birth¬ 
day cake in a restaurant) 
and wondering why his 
former life has given 
way to the one he is liv¬ 
ing now. 

Baumbach’s deftness 
is shown wonderfully 
through the writing of 
the film, its wry comedy 
being generated by the 
characters and the situa¬ 
tions they are in rather 
than any convoluted set¬ 
ups or plot points. 

Keeping things almost 
fly-on-the-wall (much 
like his previous work), 
the film feels steeped in 
reality and this allows 
the comedy, and the 
drama, to unfold natural¬ 
ly without being forced. 

His direction is simi¬ 
larly unobtrusive, catch¬ 
ing the glow of Los 
Angeles without the 
glossy veneer and keep¬ 
ing things as sparse as 
can be. 

The opening shot in 
particular sets out his 
stall - the camera’s main 
focus is on the actors 
and the characters; the 
visual element is a by¬ 
product of that. 

He is aided by won¬ 
derful and engaging 
turns from a cast varying 
in terms of exposure: 

Ben Stiller shows he is 
more than just a comedy 
actor with a turn that is 
both tragic and comedic, 
yet is also unafraid to 
buck your expectations. 

It would have been 
easy to create a character 


whose attempts to work 
through his issues are 
fraught yet come with 
good intentions, but 
Greenberg isn’t one of 
those characters. 

Instead, you have to 
try and like him despite 
his actions, the character 
annoying and, at times, 
horrible, yet Stiller’s 
turn offers a touch of 
light at the end of the 
dark tunnel, making him 
a protagonist hard to 
root for, but not wholly 
unlikeable. 

The counterpoint to 
Greenberg’s bitterness 
and resentment is Greta 
Gerwig’s Florence, and 
for the little-known 
actress it is a perform¬ 
ance that is excellent. 

Perhaps as troubled as 
Greenberg, she is open 
and welcoming to his 
closed-up and shut off 
personality. On the sur¬ 
face opposites, they are 
more linked than they 
realise, and Baumbach 
doesn’t force the rela¬ 
tionship between the 
two, the pair discovering 
each other almost with 
reluctance. 

Gerwig’s performance 
is beautifully judged, 
capturing the fragility of 
the character while mak¬ 
ing her thoroughly 
appealing, it is a turn 
that marks Gerwig out as 
one to watch. 

Similarly, it also nice 
to see Rhys Ifans back in 
front of the camera, and 
much like Stiller and 
Gerwig, he offers up a 
restrained and subtle 
performance, another 
character with issues and 
troubles, but one the 
Welshman essays with 
no little amount of skill. 

Certainly, while

Baumbach treads a 
world he is more than 
familiar with, the film 
doesn’t quite have the 
acerbic bite of his previ¬ 
ous works, lacking the 
cohesion and shape that 
would let it really excel. 

However, come a cli¬ 
max that eschews 
redemption for hope, 
you will feel satisfied by 
Greenberg, a film whose 
focus on characters and 
situation works incredi¬ 
bly well, if without 
grand dramatics. 

VERDICT - Familiar 
ground, but one that is 
still well worth mining, 
Noah Baumbach is on 
good form for 
Greenberg. 

Sharply written and 
directed, its slightly 
meandering style retains 
charm while the per¬ 
formances from Ben 
Stiller, Greta Gerwig and 
Rhys Ifans are perfectly 
pitched; a low-key 
delight, and one that is 
well worth seeking out. 
Enjoyable.

‘Fungus killing 
off larch trees’ 

- COMMISSION WARNS 


FORESTRY 
Commission Wales 
experts are working 
to contain an out¬ 
break of 

Phytophthora 
ramorum (P. ramo- 
rum) infection in 
Japanese larch 
trees in the Garw 
Valley and Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“P ramorum is a fun¬ 
gus-like pathogen that 
kills many of the trees 
that it infects. It was 
found on Japanese larch 
trees in south west 
England last year, and 
the outbreak in wood¬ 
lands in the Garw Valley, 
and the Vale and Afan 
Valley is the first time it 
has been encountered on 


larch elsewhere in Great 
Britain,” Richard 

Siddons, head of grants 
and regulations for 
Forestry Commission 
Wales, said; “Like any 
threat to our trees, woods 
and forests, finding 
Phytophthora ramorum 
on Japanese larch in 
south Wales is a worry¬ 
ing development. 

“So far in Wales, it 
has only been found in 
woodland managed by 
Forestry Commission 
Wales on behalf of the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government. 

“However, the situa¬ 
tion is changing rapidly 
as we undertake more 
surveys, and it is likely 
that the infection has 
spread more widely,” he 
warned.

MATHEWS STARS AT ATHLETICS EVENT

NUMERICALLY, the 
Vale schools again 
exceeded expectations 
in terms of entries for 
this year’s Cardiff & 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Schools’ combined 
events championships. 

Of the 196 who took 
part, 99 were from Vale 
schools and colleges, 
with only Stan well and 
Westboume not taking 
part. Particularly pleas¬ 
ing were the 13 Vale 
entries out of the best- 
ever entry of 15 pupils 
in the senior boys sec¬ 
tion. 

One of the great 
pleasures in watching 
the Vale athletes develop 
over that last two years 
has been to see the 
emergence of Curtis 
Mathews. 

The Barry 

Comprehensive pupil 
has made huge strides 
since he won the middle 
title at this competition 
in 2008. He has the 
physical stature, talent 
and dedication, which 
suggests that he can go

on to make a mark, not 
only as a Welsh interna¬ 
tional athlete, but as a 
future GB competitor. 

Here, in his final 
appearance at a Cardiff 
& the Vale Schools 
championships, he made 
it a third title in consecu¬ 
tive years, retaining his 
senior title with an inau¬ 
gural championship best 
of 2,883 points on a 
slightly altered series, 
which includes the 1,000 
metres replacing the 
more usual 1,500 metres, 
a change which may 
have attracted that 
increased senior boys’ 
participation. 

At last year’s Welsh 
Schools’ combined 
events championships at 
Swansea, Curtis won the 
senior boys competition, 
while the senior girls’ 
title went to a totally 
surprised but highly 
delighted Savannah 
Taylor. 

The Bro Morgannwg 
pupil, now in year-13, 
took the Cardiff & the 
Vale title for the first 
time and, with the high 
jump replacing the 
javelin, her score of 
1,944 points stands as an 
inaugural best.

10 and 11, there were

Call for better NHS 
treatment of autism

MADELEINE 
MOON MP has 
warned that thou¬ 
sands of children 
with autism in 
England are need¬ 
lessly facing a 
future of mental 
health problems, 
because the NHS 
does not know how 
to help them. 

She is backing a new 
campaign by the 
National Autistic Society 
(NAS), You Need to 
Know, which aims to 
tackle “an unfit mental 
health system that fails 
two thirds of children 
with autism and often 
makes their mental 
health worse”. 

The Bridgend MP 
said: “We all need to 
know that by giving chil¬ 
dren with autism the 
understanding and sup¬ 
port they need, we help 
promote their health and 
happiness. 

“Too many are cur¬ 
rently developing pre¬ 
ventable mental health 
problems and find them¬ 
selves up against a bro¬ 
ken system that doesn’t 
understand them or their 
needs. It is a tragic waste 
of their potential.” 

More than 70 per cent 


of children with autism 
have a mental health 
problem, such as depres¬ 
sion, obsessive compul¬ 
sive disorder and other 
anxiety disorders, despite 
the fact that many of 
these problems are pre¬ 
ventable. 

Autism is a complex 
disability and so when 
mental health problems 
do develop in children 
with the condition they 
are much harder to 
recognise, diagnose and 
treat without appropriate 
knowledge. 

Tragically, they are 
often dismissed as an 
unfortunate, but unavoid¬ 
able side effect of having 
autism. 

Mark Lever, chief 
executive of the NAS, 
said: “All too often chil¬ 
dren with autism receive 
inappropriate, ineffectual 


and sometimes harmful 
treatment of their mental 
health problems. 

“This has a devastat¬ 
ing effect on families, 
many of whom develop 
their own mental health 
problems as a result.” 

Mrs Moon is also call¬ 
ing on local children and 
families affected by 
autism to nominate their 
Happiness Hero - an 
individual who has gone 
the extra mile to support 
a child with autism. It 
could be a mental health 
professional, teacher, 
youth group worker or 
another individual who 
has made a positive dif¬ 
ference to the life of a 
child with autism.

COMPUTER CLUB 


TIME FOR 
ANEW 
OPERATING 
SYSTEM? 


SHOULD you con¬ 
vert to Microsoft’s 
Windows 7 
Operating System 
(OS) for your com¬ 
puter? 

About a third of the 
club members are now 
using it and others are 
thinking about it. Steve 
and Howard led a dis¬ 
cussion about how the 
new system was per¬ 
forming. 

Microsoft says it has 
sold more than 100 mil¬ 
lion licences; that over a 
quarter of a million 
devices work with the 
system and that over a 
million software applica¬ 
tions will run within it. 

The software includes 
eight out of 10 top 
accounting packages; all 
10 top games (in the US) 
and all 10 top (US) secu¬ 
rity applications. They 
admit that some might 
need an already avail¬ 
able upgrade package to 
run them. 

A total of 5,000 appli¬ 
cations and 13,000 
devices and components 
carry the ‘Compatible 
with Windows 7’ logo. 

PC ADVISER maga¬ 
zine nominated the OS 
as Product of the Year 
2009. 

The feeling is that 
Microsoft is improving 
its position. A discussion 
brought out several 
points. 

Several members 
were running XP on one 
machine and Windows 7 
on another. Most of 
these were still happily 
familiarising themselves 
with the new OS to dis¬ 
cover the additional ben¬ 
efits. Windows 7 is defi¬ 
nitely faster. 

It was noted that those 


who were happy with 
XP, or indeed Vista, felt 
no need to upgrade, as 
what they currently use 
does everything they 
need, then they see no 
point in changing. 

(Many folk simply hate 
change anyway). 

Windows XP will 
work quite well for some 
years yet; even if not 
fully supported by 
Microsoft - and there 
are SOME applications 
that do not work under 
the new OS. 

Some users who 
bought machines pre- 
loaded with Vista insist¬ 
ed on ‘downgrading’ 
back to XP. That will not 
happen if the next one 
has Windows 7 on it. 

Diehards will stick 
with the familiar until 
forced to change. The 
cash saving will eventu¬ 
ally convert to a cost in 
time and trouble to keep 
the old thing running. 
Like a classic car enthu¬ 
siast, their effort might 
result in some satisfac¬ 
tion, but probably 
nowhere near as much. 

To be fair, there are 
some satisfied guys at 
Bletchley Park (a loving¬ 
ly reconstructed 
Colossus) and the 
adjoining National 
Computer Museum with 
ancient models kept 
working. 

For the rest, most 
people will be content¬ 
edly using the latest OS 
in a few years’ time. It is 
looking good. 

A brief display of how 
single or multiple win¬ 
dows can be handled on 
screen was a revelation 
to some.

RECYCLING AND 
RETAIL PLASTIC 

BAGS: Vale Council’s reply 


I REFER to your 
reader’s letter enti¬ 
tled ‘recycling and 
plastic bags’ pub¬ 
lished in the June 10 
edition of the 

Glamorgan GEM. 

The Vale of 

Glamorgan Council is 
continually considering 
its future recycling poli¬ 
cies to meet its challeng¬ 
ing recycling targets, in 
compliance with our new 
National Waste Strategy 
- Towards Zero Waste, 
which will be launched 
on June 21. 

The Welsh National 
Assembly Government’s 
proposal to charge for 
single use retail plastic 
carrier bags was first 
consulted on in June of 
last year, following 
which we did implement 
policy changes to 
account for possible resi¬ 
dent resentment in hav¬ 
ing to pay for single use 
plastic bags and their 
potential use in our kerb- 
side sort recycling 
schemes. 

That is why our 
‘What’s in your Bin?’ 
recycling calendar no 
longer refers to plastic 
bags, and states that up to 
three recycling boxes 
will be issued to house¬ 
holders. 

This should eliminate 
the need to use plastic 
bags, while still meeting 


the service requirement 
to collect unmixed paper, 
cans and glass. 
Although, should plastic 
bags still appear in the 
household waste stream, 
it would be more envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly to 
use them as part of our 
recycling collection than 
throw them in the black 
bag for land-filling. 

In order for us to com¬ 
ply with the Welsh 
Assembly Government’s 
aims for making all 
Welsh-based recyclate 
collections and repro¬ 
cessing enterprises more 
viable, we have always 
used a collection method 
that meets their sustain¬ 
able development out¬ 
comes with high quality 
source separation of 
materials and closed loop 
recycling. 

Whilst we continually 
review our collection 
methods to increase our 
recycling capture and 
encourage our residents 
to recycle more, the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government has amassed 
considerable evidence 
that supports 

kerbside-sort over 
co-mingled single con¬ 
tainer collections. 

In addition to the fact 
that co-mingled recy¬ 
cling collections are not 
supported by the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
it would not be prudent 


to move to such a system 
prematurely and ulti¬ 
mately find the arrange¬ 
ments to be less sustain¬ 
able. 

I can, however, advise 
residents that we will 
work with continued 
vigour to consider any 
service changes that are 
acceptable to our 
Government and will 
result in higher recycling 
rates in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

I agree with your read¬ 
er that loose recyclate 
from boxes can escape 
and end up as litter on 
our streets. To address 
this we have recently 
introduced an elasticated 
netting cover for recy¬ 
cling boxes. 

These are available 
from the Civic and the 
Alps Offices for £1 each 
and when tied to the box 
should eliminate the vast 
majority, if not all, 
wind-blown litter from 
recycling boxes. 

In addition, we have 
been trialling ‘blue bags’ 
similar to the green gar¬ 
den waste bags for use 
with cardboard and plas¬ 
tic recycling. It is possi¬ 
ble that these blue bags 
will also be available at 
£1 each.
